To amend the Laws relating to the Registration of Voters in 
Ireland for the Election of Members to serve in Parliament.

f 111 (£ 3 & an Act was passed in the third year of 
the reign of his late Majesty King William the Fourth, 
intituled, “ An Act to amend the Representation of the People of 
Ireland,” containing certain provisions for the Registration of Voters 
5 for the Election of Members to serve in Parliament for counties, 
cities, towns and boroughs in Ireland ; and it is expedient that 
other provisions should be made relating to the Registration of Per- 
sons entitled to vote at such Elections; 25 CE it rfjei'Efocr CStiattrJJ, 
by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
10 Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, THAT there shall be kept a Register, to be made as herein- 
after directed, of all persons entitled to vote in the Election of Members 
to serve in Parliament for every county, city, town and borough in Ire- 
*5 land ; and every such Register shall be revised from time to time as 
hereinafter mentioned.

And be it Enacted, That for the purpose of forming the first Regis- Revising 
ter of Voters under this Act, the Assistant Barrister having jurisdiction ^tdeTfathiis 
for the Registry of Voters for every county, city, town and borough in J ear - 
20 Ireland shall hold Special Revising Sessions in the districts hereinafter 
mentioned, which shall begin to be holden on the Twenty-first day of 
September One thousand eight hundred and Forty. 
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And be it Enacted, That as soon as may be after the passing of this 
Act, the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland shall divide the several counties 
in Ireland into districts composed of one or more baronies or half- 
baronies ; and shall appoint in each such district of any county as 
many places as he may think needful for holding in each such place 
a Special Revising Session for such district ; and shall appoint in 
each city, town and borough as many places as he shall think needful 
for holding a Special Revising Session for such city, town and borough : 
Provided always, That every place now appointed for transacting civil 
or criminal business at any Civil Bill Court or General Quarter Sessions 
of the Peace shall be one of the places so to be appointed.

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And be it Enacted, That notice of the times of holding each such 
Special Session, and of the places in which the same shall be so 
appointed to be holden, shall be published in the Dublin Gazette 
on or before the First day of September in the present year, and a 15 
copy of such Gazette shall be transmitted forthwith to the Clerk of 
the Peace and Town Clerk respectively acting in relation to the 
Registry of Voters for each county, city, town and borough; and 
that each Clerk of the Peace or Town Clerk respectively so acting 
shall within Seven Days after the receipt of said Gazette cause so 20 
much of said notice as relates to the holding of such Special Ses- 
sion in any place in the county, city, town or borough for which he 
shall so act, to be published twice in some newspaper or newspapers 
printed therein ; and if no newspaper shall be printed therein, then in 
some newspaper or newspapers circulating therein ; and he shall also 25 
within the time aforesaid cause copies of so much thereof as aforesaid 
to be posted in the usual places for posting Grand Jury notices through- 
out the said county, city, town or borough.

for revision. ma k e out baronial alphabetical Lists of the names of all persons who 

at the time of the making out of such Lists shall be registered, accord- 
ing to the provisions of the said recited Act, as persons entitled to vote 
at the Election of a Knight of the shire to serve in Parliament for 
such county, in respect of any property situate wholly or in part in the 35 
barony or half-barony to which each such List shall respectively re- 
late, or of any qualification arising from or out of such property ; and 
in the Lists so to be made out, the Christian name and surname of 
every person named therein, and the place of his abode, shall be 
written or printed at full length, and the nature of his qualification 40 
and date of his Registry shall be accurately stated according to the 
description thereof in his affidavit of registry, or in the List of 
Voters in such county last made out by the Clerk of the Peace; 
and such Clerk of the Peace shall, within the said period of

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Days, cause copies of such baronial lists to be printed and posted in 
the several places for posting grand jury notices throughout the barony 
or half barony to which such Lists shall relate respectively. 

And be it Enacted, That the Clerk of the Peace or Town Clerk 
5 so acting for every city, town and borough in Ireland, entitled to 
return a Member or Members to serve in Parliament, shall make 
out and sign an alphabetical List of the names of all persons 
who at the time of the making out of such Lists respectively, 
shall be registered, as aforesaid, as entitled to vote at the Elec- 
10 tion of a Member or Members to serve in Parliament for such 
city, town or borough, and in such List the Christian name and sur- 
name of every person named therein, and the place of his abode, 
and the nature of his qualification and date of his registry, shall be 
accurately described according to the description thereof in his affidavit 
15 of registry, or in the List of Voters in such borough last made out by 
the Town Clerk or Clerk of the Peace, and every such Town Clerk 
and Clerk of the Peace respectively shall, within the said period of 
Days cause copies of such Lists to be printed and posted 
on or near the outside of ihe outer door of every church and chapel in 
20 such city, town or borough ; and the Clerk of the Peace and Town 
Clerk respectively shall sign at the bottom of every List so to be made 
out, a certificate in the form in Schedule (A.), No. (1.) to this Act 
annexed. 

And be it Enacted, That at such Special Sessions any registered 
25 Voter for any countv, city, town or borough may, within the limits 
and subject to the provisions hereinafter mentioned, object to the name 
of any other person being retained on any of such Lists, or being included 
in such Register, who was registered as a Voter for such county, city, 
town or borough, more than One Year before the publication of the 
30 Lists of the Clerk of the Peace or Town Clerk as aforesaid, on the 
ground that such person so objected to has, since he was last registered, 
and before the day of the publication of such Lists as aforesaid, lost 
the qualification in respect of which he was last so registered, or become 
personally disqualified, or died ; and any registered Voter for any 
35 countv, city, town or borough shall also be at liberty to object to the 
name of any Voter registered anew for such county, city, town or 
borough since the passing of the first-recited Act, by reason of a former 
Registry, on the ground that, under colour of the provisions of the said 
Act, such Registry anew has been effected by means of some person 
40 fraudulently personating the Voter in respect of whose former Registry 
such Registry anew has been effected. 

And be it Enacted, That every person objecting upon any of the 
grounds hereinbefore mentioned (save the death of the Voter) shall,

whose name is objected to, or shall, in case the person objected to be 
registered in respect of a qualification for which occupation is re- 
quired by law, leave or cause to be left at the premises in respect 5 
of which the person whose name is objected to is registered, or 
otherwise shall leave or cause to be left at the place of residence 
of the person whose name is objected to, as the same appears on the 
Clerk of the Peace’s List of Voters for the time being, a notice of the 
objection Twenty clear days at the least first before the day appointed 10 
for holding such Special Sessions ; and if the residence of the Voter be 
not situate within such county, city, town or borough, it shall be sufficient 
if the notice required to be delivered at his residence as aforesaid 
be sent to him at the time aforesaid by the post (the postage for 
the same being first paid), directed to such Voter at his said 15 
residence ; and such person so objecting shall also give or cause to 
be given to the Clerk of the Peace of the county or borough for which 
such person so objected to shall have been registered, a duplicate of 
such notice, signed by such person so objecting, with an affidavit there- 
unto annexed, stating the facts on which such objection is founded, to 20 
be sworn before a Justice of the Peace sitting at Petty Sessions for 
such county, city, town or borough, or for the county in which such 
borough is situate; and in every such notice the grounds of objection 
shall be specified, and every such notice and affidavit shall be according 
to the form numbered ( 1 .) in the Schedule (B.) to this Act annexed, 25 
or to the like effect; and such Clerk of the Peace, or his deputy, 
shall enter, or file, and keep all such notices and affidavits in the order 
in which he shall receive them ; and the same, after the holding of 
such Sessions, shall be kept among the Sessions’ Records.

respect of which he shall so claim shall be situate, or at any adjourn- 
ment of such Session, upon giving to the Clerk of the Peace a notice 
of his intention so to do, in the form by the first recited Act provided,

20 Voters shall be registered, then before any other business shall be 
transacted thereat, call out the names of all the persons named in 
such Lists, and the Assistant Barrister, with the assistance of such 
Clerk of the Peace or Town Clerk, shall proceed in open court to 
examine such Lists, and the affidavits of registry of the persons named 
25 therein ; and the Assistant Barrister shall, upon inspection of such 
Lists and affidavits, proceed to strike out the names of such of said 
persons as shall not have been registered anew under the said recited 
Act or this Act : Provided always, That it shall be lawful for any 
person to appear before such Assistant Barrister to show cause why 
30 any name should not be struck out, and the Assistant Barrister shall 
inquire and ascertain, by such means as to him shall seem fit, and 
such evidence as shall be offered before him, whether such name 
ought to be so struck out for the cause aforesaid ; and it shall be law- 
ful for such Assistant Barrister, if he shall see fit, to adjourn the 
35 matter of such inquiry : Provided also, That in case it shall appear 
that the name of any person shall have been improperly so struck out, 
it shall be lawful for any registered Voter of such county, city, town 
or borough to apply to the Assistant Barrister, at any future Session 
of the Peace holden in such district, city, town or borough, to have 
40 his name restored to such List, and placed upon the Register ; and in 
case it shall appear to such Assistant Barrister that such person was 
registered within Eight Years then next preceding, his name shall be 
restored to such List, and placed upon the Register accordingly.

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And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for any registered Voter 
for any county, city, town or borough, who intends to object at any 
such annual Revising Session to the right of any other person to have 
his name retained on the register of Voters for any such county, city, 
town or borough, to make such objection in the manner and within the 5 
limits, and subject to the provisions hereinafter mentioned, on the 
ground that such person so objected to has, since he was registered, 
lost the qualification in respect of which he was so registered, or 
become personally disqualified, or died. 

And be it Enacted, That the Voter so intending to object on any 10 
other such ground than the death of a Voter, may apply for that 
purpose at any Sessions of the Peace or adjournment thereof, where- 
soever holden, to the Assistant Barrister having jurisdiction in relation 
to the registry of Voters for such county, city, town or borough, and 
within such period of the Session as the Assistant Barrister shall appoint, 15 
upon giving or causing to be given or transmitting (if by post, the 
postage for the same being first paid) to the Clerk of the Peace dupli- 
cates of a notice in writing stating the particulars of the objection 
relied on, with an affidavit annexed thereto, verifying the same, and 
stating the facts upon which such objection is grounded, which affidavit 20 
shall be sworn before such Assistant Barrister for the county or borough, 
or before any Justice of the Peace of the county sitting at Petty Sessions; 
and the Clerk of the Peace shall, at such period during such Session as 
the Assistant Barrister shall appoint for that purpose, submit, in 
open Court, every such notice and affidavit to the said Assistant 25 
Barrister, who shall examine the same in open Court ; and if the 
said Assistant Barrister shall find the objection stated in such notice 
to be a proper objection within the meaning of this Act, and to be 
supported by such affidavit, he shall so declare, and shall write on 
the said affidavit and notices the words “ to be heard and in case go 
of several grounds of objection appearing on the same notice, shall 
specify as to which of them the matter is to be heard ; and if the 
said Assistant Barrister shall find that such notice does not contain 
any proper objection within the meaning of this Act, or if such affidavit

by him thereunto authorized; and such Clerk of the Peace shall within 
15 Ten Days after the last day of the Quarter Sessions, cause alpha- 
betical Lists of all the Voters so objected to, and in respect of whom' 
such direction for heaving shall have been so made, to be made out, 
and shall, Ten Days at least before the next Revising Session for the 
same district, town, city, or borough, which shall be holden not less

20 vided always, That in no case shall the Assistant Barrister tax any 
such costs to a greater amount than the sum of Pounds, nor
